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EXAMINER 'S COMMENT 
, After carefully reviewing the instant Application, it is noted that claims 67 and 78 are 
considered to be generic to at least two Species of Figs. 35-36 and Figs. 40-41. In view of this, 
Claims 67 and 78 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 73-74, 81-101 and 103-104, directed to the 
species of Figs. 5, 7-15, 17-34, and 37-104 are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all 
of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer appUcable.
